OLYMPIC events and at¬ 
tractions got off to a fab¬ 
ulous start in Weymouth 
and Portland and traders 
like the seafront pedestri- 
anisation so much they 
want it made permanent. 

Crowds flocked to a se¬ 
ries of events from the ar¬ 
rival of Nowhere Island 
which is now moored 
near Furzy Cliffs at 
Bowleaze to the Battle 
for the Winds spectacular 
involving some amazing 
wind machines and su¬ 
perb theatre including 
great aerial displays 
which was enacted over 
three days to huge sup¬ 
port from appreciative 
spectators. 

The Bay side Festival 
behind the Pavilion drew 
spectators in to browse 
stands and exhibitions or 
listen to bands while the 
ICCI360 arena proved 
equally popular with a 
variety of film, animation 
and other activities. 

Coastal Voices brought 
a thousand singers to¬ 
gether to entertain beach 
crowds in a project link¬ 
ing arts and earth sci¬ 
ences through the 
concept of the voice be¬ 
fore a huge crowd 
erupted to roar their sup¬ 
port for the GB sailing 
team including gold 
medal legend Ben 
Ainslie. 

All eyes then turned to 
two giant screens on the 
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beach which relayed the 
Olympic Games opening 
ceremony live from Lon¬ 
don. 

The next day saw the 
Battle for the Winds 
reach its climax with a 
giant crane used to help 
spectacular aerial theatre 
as the evil Doldrum was 
finally beaten and the 
Olympic winds saved. 

Crowds then watched 
as 2012 people holding 
torches walked into the 
sea in one of the most at¬ 
mospheric events Wey¬ 


mouth has ever seen. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor Margaret 
Leicester said: “It was a 
fabulous start to the 
Olympics with the eyes 
of the world on us. 

“So many people were 
doing their best to ensure 
that visitors were given a 
great welcome that I’m 
sure Weymouth and Port¬ 
land will be remembered 
for a long time to come.” 

Councillor Mike Good¬ 
man said: “It has all 
come together. We are all 


set for fair winds and a 
following sea for the 
sailors. That’s what we 
are here for and I hope 
the public have a great 
time watching them.” 

Traders are so de¬ 
lighted at the success of 
the seafront pedestriani- 
sation that they want to 
make it permanent. 

Daran Deadman of The 
Boat cafe said: “I have 
had dozens of people 
talk to me about how 
successful the pedestri- 
anisation of the seafront 
has been. We all think it 
is the best idea the coun¬ 
cil has ever had and 
we’d love to have it 
made permanent.” 
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ANDREW Hussey and was born and raised in 
Bridport.The 29-year-old studied art and design 
at college and gained a BA (Hons) degree in pho¬ 
tojournalism and documentary photography. 

He has worked as a chef at the Olive Tree restau¬ 
rant in Bridport since 2009 and is planning to en¬ 
roll in a professional cookery course at 
Weymouth College this September. 

He will also be teaching a photography course 
in September as part of 'Love Learning' based in 
Bridport, aimed at complete novices and those 
who want to further their understanding of pho¬ 
tography. 


■ HOW did your interest in photography begin? 

My passion for photography stemmed from my dad. He 
was very passionate about photography but it was 
placed on the backburner when my sister and I were 
born. I always had some sort of basic camera when I was 
growing up but when I was old enough to have a go on 
my his 35mm Minolta I became hooked. 

■ HAVE you a favourite subject to photograph? 

My favourite subject to photograph without a doubt is 
the Great British public enjoying a traditional bank hol¬ 
iday weekend by the sea, come rain or shine. I love to 
capture the peculiar and humorous side of family holi¬ 
days from fish and chips in the pouring rain to grand¬ 
parents building sandcastles with their grandchildren. 
It really captures a sense of the traditional British holi¬ 
day. 

■ CAN you remeber the first thing you photgraphed 
and the last? 

I don't remember the first photo I took but the first 
image that ignited my passion was of my dad next to a 
swimming pool in Rhodes. It was the first time I used 
his camera and came out perfectly exposed. I'm pretty 
sure it went straight in the bin though as it wasn't par¬ 
ticularly flattering. My most recent was sat on top of 
Allington Hill this afternoon. I love the views from up 
there, looking across the countryside. 

■ WHAT tips or advice would you give to an aspiring 
photographer? 

I don't believe you can get enough advice when it 
comes to photography. Everybody sees the world dif¬ 
ferently and you can never stop learning. Probably the 
most important piece of advice would be to photo¬ 
graph what you love. If you are passionate about your 
subject matter it will show within the image and you 
will begin to create beautiful photos. 

■ DO you have any other hobbies beside photog¬ 
raphy? 
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I love cooking, I'm a little obsessed to be honest. I work 
full time as a chef in Bridport but when I'm not working 
I'm usually at home in the kitchen with cookery shows 
on in the background. I just love the look on people's 
faces when they try something you've made and truly 
enjoy it. When something you love doing pays off it's 
an instant good feeling. 

■ ARE you enjoying the Olympics? 

I usually have to catch up with the Olympics in the 
evenings after work but I saw Tom Daley on the ten 
metre today for team GB and was amazed at his talent 
being so young. His face after his disappointing dive in 
round 4 told a thousand stories as he realised his hopes 
for a medal were starting to fade. It's an image that will 
certainly stick in my mind. 

■ WHAT would your perfect day entail? 

It would be a lazy one! It's rare that I get to just switch 
off, so being able to wake up somewhere in the south 
of France in the summer and just watch the world go 
by, trying the local produce and watching the sun go 
down with a nice cold beer would be amazing. I'm a 
man of simple pleasures! 

■ IF you could ask anyone from history for a pint or 
a dinner party who would they be? 

That's easy, Johnny Cash, no contest! I know it sounds 
a bit of a cop out considering the entire history of the 
human race but he had such an amazing life and his 
music is full of passion, love, loss, and is just awesome. 
I'd sit down, have a beer with him and just shoot the 
breeze all day long. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island what three 
things would you want with you? 

Well I should probably say stuff like a Kindle with the 
entire back catalogue of the British library, some sort of 
elaborate survival gear, and a guitar so I will always 
have music. But I can't play, I fall asleep whenever I start 
to read and I wouldn't know what to do with the sur¬ 
vival stuff to be honest. I'd just take a flint to start a fire, 
a fishing rod, and a nice comfy armchair.That would do 
me. Like I said before, a man of simple pleasures.

Permission denied for 
Olympic police cabins 
already being used 


ANOTHER security gaffe has blown up in the faces of 
Olympic organisers after councillors refused to grant 
retrospective permission for 140 accommodation cabins 
for police on Portland. 

They also ordered enforcement action to be taken to 
get the cabins removed from land near Southwell Busi¬ 
ness Park because of the serious damage some had 
caused to a Site of Nature Conservation Interest. 

But the reality of the situation is that the cabins are 
likely to fulfil their use because the “mechanics” of is¬ 
suing enforcement action could take until the end of 
next week and the Olympics are due to finish anyway 
on Sunday August 12th. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland planning com¬ 
mittee weren’t swayed by planning officers’ recommen¬ 
dation to grant permission for the cabins retrospectively 
and they voted 4-2 with one abstension to back Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Farrell’s stand to refuse Compass Point Es¬ 
tates permission for the cabins. 

He said an ordinary person breaching planning would 
have been ordered to remove the cabins and could have 
faced prosecution, so members would be doing such 
people “a dis-service” if they weren’t equally strict with 
Compass Point. 

He then launched a scathing attack on the “cavalier 
attitude” of those responsible which he said had seen an 
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important species-rich limestone grassland nature site 
“decimated, raped and maybe damaged permanently”. 

He admitted that the mechanics of the situation meant 
it could take two weeks to issue enforcement, but he 
said members should not turn aside from their duty and 
simply “rubber stamp” the cabins and the damage to the 
SNCI which would be “wrong”. 

Compass Point had not realised that planning permis¬ 
sion was needed for the cabins, but Councillor Christine 
James said they “should have known better” and added 
that the Olympic bandwagon “just seems to be riding 
roughshod over every rule and regulation we have and 
I don’t think we should stand for it”. 

She added: “People have to be told that they can’t just 
go in and do what they want.” 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Councillor Margaret 
Leicester said orchids had been mown and she wanted 
changes so the situation at Southwell could be moni¬ 
tored and repairs “carried out to the letter”. 

Compass Point has agreed to restore the damaged 
SNCI and has also offered to break up a concrete area 
and reseed a track. 


Fire closes Pavilion 

POLICE and firefighters had to evacuate the entire Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion complex for an hour on the opening day 
of the Olympics after fire broke out in a gent's ground 
floor toilet. 

Forensic experts were called in to investigate the 
cause but arson is suspected and it is believed that 
paper or towels were deliberately set alight. 

The blaze swiftly left the ground floor heavily smoke 
logged and six fire engines with 30 firefighters arrived 
from Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester to deal with 
the incident. 

Among those at the scene was furious Pavilion steer¬ 
ing group chairman Councillor Ray Banham who said: 
"These people are absolute idiots! If it had been more 
serious people could have lost their lives.

'Great number of changes' 
to plans for Ferrybridge site 


DEVELOPERS claim they have 
made “a great number of changes” to 
a controversial scheme to demolish 
a Weymouth pub and build a restau¬ 
rant-brasserie and 30 homes in its 
place. 

Ferrybridge Developments want 
planners to grant them permission to 
knock down the Ferrybridge Inn and 
build the eatery and homes in its 
place including a manager’s 
maisonette and office and a new ve¬ 
hicular access from Ferryman’s Way. 

But Weymouth Civic Society 
strongly oppose the scheme and say 
their primary objection is that the site 
occupies an important part of the 
land safeguarded in the adopted 
Local Plan for the Western Relief 
Route to Portland under Saved Pol¬ 
icy T14. 

The society also feels the proposal 
“represents heavy overdevelopment 
on a restricted site, in terms of both 
height and bulk”, but Ferrybridge 
Developments claim it has changed 
the scheme to answer many con- 
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cerns. 

The company said their develop¬ 
ment would include a restaurant- 
brasserie with bar and external 
terrace and 30 homes including town 
houses, family sized maisonettes, 
duplexes and large apartments, all 
built around a central courtyard gar¬ 
den with car parking provided under 
the building. Ten full and ten part- 
time jobs would be created by the 
development. 

Stewart Drummond of developers 
Coombe Property Consultants said: 
“We have made a great number of 
changes to the plans between the 
previous and the new planning appli¬ 
cations. 

“These include a reduction in the 
overall floorspace of the building 
and restaurant and a complete 
change to the southern tip of the 
building. This now has a glazed, 


curved and stepped back design to 
give a lighter appearance from all di¬ 
rections. We have also adjusted the 
design of the flats fronting Ferry¬ 
man's Way to address Tods Yard res¬ 
idents' concerns about overlooking 
and privacy. 

“Throughout the development we 
have increased the use of Portland 
stone, glass and wood to better re¬ 
flect the materials used in other local 
buildings and the surrounding land¬ 
scape. The restaurant terrace will be 
larger enabling chairs and tables to 
be removed from the new land¬ 
scaped public space adjacent to the 
building. 

“This is a high profile gateway site 
and our aim is to create a high qual¬ 
ity landmark development with a 
bold and distinctive design. The site 
is currently occupied by a fairly di¬ 
lapidated building and unattractive 
reclaimed rough ground for a car 
park and is worthy of so much 
more .We think this latest planning 
application achieves that."

A FLOTILLA of colourful boats has 
set sail in Sandsfoot Gardens, Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Individual boat artwork created by 
170 Weymouth school children 
aged from seven to 14 years is on 
display in the Gardens. 

Designs have been inspired by a 
wide range of themes ranging from 
smugglers, country gardens, marine 
life, abstract patterns and the 
Olympics. 

Students from Budmouth College 
and children from Chickerell Pri¬ 
mary, Beechcroft St Pauls CE VA 
Primary, Radipole Primary, Wyke 
Regis Infants, Wyke Regis Juniors, 
Southill Primary, St Nicholas & St 
Laurence Church of England Volun¬ 
tary Aided Primary, Holy Trinity 
Church of England Primary, 


Conifers Primary and St Johns CE 
VA Primary contributed to this 
imaginative artwork installation. 

The Budmouth Arts Partnership, 
which was established in 2007, pro¬ 
vides Weymouth children the oppor¬ 
tunity to work on creative 
collaborations and produce bigger 
more ambitious projects than if they 
all worked individually. 

Budmouth arts staff work with pri¬ 
mary school art co-ordinators to cre¬ 
ate all manner of community and 
charity arts events, including a giant 
sea serpent and sculptures on the 
beach, a shoal of funky fish dis¬ 
played in Greenhill Gardens as well 
as a massive art gallery of 200 
pieces of artwork as part of The 
Pavement Artist Competition for 


The Muscular Dystrophy Cam¬ 
paign. 

Budmouth Head of Art Vikki Gib¬ 
son said: “The aim of the project is 
to encourage lots of children to get 
involved and be inspired by art and 
see their combined artworks bright¬ 
ening up their town. It is thrilling 
for the children to point out their art¬ 
work to friends and families. They 
are very proud of their contribution. 

“We are delighted that the boats 
have been put up in Sandsfoot Gar¬ 
dens as this is the ideal setting for 
the flotilla as they will be seen 
against the backdrop of the sea and 
the Olympic sailing events. 

“We would like to thank the Bor¬ 
ough Council’s Parks team who un¬ 
dertake the work to display our 
artwork in their gardens.”

August 2 2012 


Weymouth and Portland news 


viewonline24/7 

viewfromonline.co.uk 


Doldrum is defeated as

SPECTATORS roared a storm of 
approval for wind gathering ma¬ 
chines, actors and singers involved 
in the three-day Cultural Olympiad 
spectacular, the Battle for the 
Winds. 

Day one saw a wonderful array 
of wind gathering machines from 
Dorset, Cornwall, Devon, Somer¬ 
set, Wiltshire, Gloucestershire and 
the South West on show in Wey¬ 
mouth with their colourful charac¬ 
ters staging special performances 
in St Thomas Street, the Esplanade 
and near the Jubilee Clock. 

The Dorset machine’s display 
was helped by the warmly ap¬ 
plauded Red Hot Wheels mobility 
scooter display team led by 83- 
year-old Doreen Alcock who said: 
“We did some of the Red Arrows 
manoeuvres....just not so fast!” 

Their most senior member was 
92-year-old Roxy Elliott who has 
lived on Portland almost her entire 
life apart from a Second World War 
period when she moved away and 
helped make parts for Spitfires. 

Roxy said: “I have never done 
anything like this before and I 
think it is a bit of fun.” 

Then the story plotting the evil 
Doldrum’s attempts to steal the 
Olympic winds moved to Portland 
on day two and Doldrum’s lair at 
the High Angle Battery before the 
climax on Weymouth Beach on 
day three. 

By then Doldrum had captured 
the crucial South West Wind repre-

sented by 64 able-bodies and dis¬ 
abled and performers of Breathe 
company which included Dorset- 
based performing arts companies, 
The Remix and Double Act, as 
well as members of Brazilian 
learning disabled dance group 
APAE. 

The first and last day saw Dol¬ 
drum played by Doug Francisco 
but on Portland it was Angus Barr 
who took the villain’s role and he 
said: “If people want to boo 
me...bring it on!” 

The stunning finale featured cir¬ 
cus, dance and aerial performances 
in truly colourful theatre which 
captured the imagination. 

Spokesman Geraldine Harris 
said: “The Battle for the Winds 
was eventually won, Doldrum was 
beaten and celebrations for the re¬ 
lease of the winds included Bridge- 
water Squibbers and 2,012 people 
holding torches walking in to the 
sea. It was outdoor theatre at its 
most spectacular and more than 
4,000 artists were involved from 
across the South West and be¬ 
yond.”

ONE of the worst outcomes for an Olympic Games 
competitor is to win an undeserved medal which 
is then taken away when a drug test proves posi¬ 
tive. 

Better never to have won at all than to suffer such 
shame in the public eye. Surely, every entrant 
ought to be well aware of the rules beforehand and 
should know there is no honour for a cheat! 

As the scriptures say: “...if anyone competes as 
an athlete, he does not receive the victor's crown 
unless he competes according to the rules.” (2 Tim¬ 
othy 2:5 ) 

Similarly, it is quite shameful when someone in 
high office resorts to shady practices. The media 
have a heyday when their misdemeanours are dis¬ 
covered and publicly exposed. None of us are per¬ 
fect; but that is a statement and not an excuse for 
failure. Hence, much is said about the minority 
rather than good things about the majority. Why 
do we find gossip so attractive? 

Christians beware, because some cite instances 
where those in the church are guilty of hypocrisy 
as an excuse for their own unbelief. But that is not 
a valid argument. Despite our failures, many of us 
are trying to follow the Lord honourably.

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MORE than 15,000 people have signed 
up to become citizens of the new country, 
Nowhere Island, which is currently 
moored off Furzy Cliffs near Weymouth. 

The island was revealed when a glacier 
retreated in the High Arctic. 

Engineers then built a structure to help 
it float and it was brought down to Wey¬ 
mouth to start a tour of the South West, 
Nowhere being due to leave Weymouth 
today (Thursday) for Exmouth in Devon. 

While it was here people could sign on 
to become citizens at a Nowhere Island 
embassy which had Environment Minis¬ 
ter Lord Taylor among its early visitors. 

He said: “It could not be in a better place 
where the idea of citizenship of a country 
is overwhelmed by the fact we are all cit¬ 
izens of the world. The Olympics is based 
on that. 

“I think Nowhere Island is a terrific ed¬ 
ucational tool as well as explaining about 


how climate change is going to change the 
world we know. I think it is very inform¬ 
ative.” 

Artist Alex Hartley, who came up with 
the concept of Nowhere Island and its em¬ 
bassy said: “The idea of three strands - 
the embassy, the island and the citizens 
campaign - coming together in one mo¬ 
ment is amazing.

Nowhere Island producer Claire Do¬ 
herty said: “The tour enables people to be¬ 
come citizens and it helps them think 
about what they would do if they started 
a new nation.”

Settle for nothing less than we were promised 


■ SECURITY may not be as even 
handed in Weymouth and Portland as 
people would hope as one man 
found out when he visited the Nothe 
Gardens area. 

Guards stopped the van in front of 
his car and ordered it to open up, but 
when they saw it contained a load of 
pipes it was waved through with al¬ 
most no inspection at all, certainly 
not enough to tell if the heap of items 
concealed a weapon. 

But the man said his car was then 
practically searched down to the 
chassis before guards were satisfied 
he didn't have anything threatening 
national security such as a nuclear 
missile or a brochure for holidays in 
Syria. 

The man told me it was not his first 
contact with major security opera¬ 
tions and he revealed that at one 
major political conference he had to 
do some very fast talking before he 
could convince guards that the sim¬ 
ple knife found in his pocket was just 
a harmless accessory. 

He then told me it was just as well 
they didn't bother to search his bag 
because some time later when he 
opened it inside he remembered that 
it contained six shotgun cartridges! 


OLYMPIC fever is gripping Weymouth and 
Portland but it is important to remember that 
fevers can also kill something off. 

I have lost count of the number of London, 
Dorset and Weymouth and Portland Olympic 
and council officials who have taken almost 
every opportunity to talk about what a fantas¬ 
tic legacy the Games will provide for country, 
county and borough. 

With that in mind, here is a sober little 
warning that, once the Olympic glitter wears 
off, tarnish is not far behind. 


WEYMOUTH and Portland has been boosted 
by news that weightlifting medals are to be 
competed for in the resort. 

I speak not of the Olympics but of the truly 
colossal amounts of effort being expended by 
numerous people in the town centre just to lift 
their weight from one place to the next. 
Some are to be sympathised with, the victims 
of gland disorders or other medical condi¬ 
tions, but the vast majority of those I saw who 
doctors might describe as “morbidly obese” 
appeared relatively healthy yet were clearly 


Don’t forget that the previous Olympics in 
Beijing were only four years ago, yet the pris¬ 
tine Shunyi Olympic rowing-canoeing-open 
water swimming park for 37,000 spectators 
is now a derelict ghost site and the 15,000 ca¬ 
pacity Wukesong baseball field is now so run 
down it has trees growing in it with other 
parts due to become a shopping mall. 

That cannot be allowed to happen in this 
country and certainly not in Weymouth and 
Portland. 

I doubt very much whether our National 


making little or no effort to change their ways 
as they chomped through Olympian-sized 
meals.

Two goals to the good through a 
first half Sam Malsom strike and Ben 
Watson inside the first hour, Simpkin 
made a number of changes which ul¬ 
timately upset the balance of the 
team, and saw Bideford hit back to 
equalise. 

"To be honest we played them off 
the park in the first hour, they couldn't 
get the ball off us, but in making 
changes to look at other players, it 
was inevitable it was going to upset 
our rhythm and they equalised. 

"However these friendlies are not 
about results but getting the team 
match fit and to that purpose it was 
what we needed. 

"After three matches in quick suc¬ 
cession against league opposition, it 
was what I describe as the first real 
friendly match, and we did well. 

"From what I have seen Bideford will 
do well in the Evo-Stik Southern Pre¬ 
mier Division, especially at home 
where their pitch is enormous. The 
grass was very long that didn't help, 
but we passed well and created a 
number of chances. 

Watson who signed from East¬ 
bourne Borough in the summer was 
returning after being taken off with a 
slight calf strain against Exeter had 
three chances cleared off the line in 
the first half before notching his first 
goal for the club after the break.

Both are highly rated at St James 
Park and Tom Nichols, who was with 
on a three month loan, believes if we 
can give Jamie the same kind of con¬ 
fidence we gave him, then he will 
score a lot of goals for us. 

"Jacob is 6ft 3in tall and will be an 
ideal replacement for Jake Smeeton 
who will be out for at least another 
month with his torn hamstring. 

"We may want Neil Martin who has 
been playing there in the friendlies 
and has probably been our best 
player to date further up the pitch so 
he could fill the spot," said Simpkin. 

He also explained that the duo will 
train with the Magpies to ensure both 
are suitable for their needs before 
signing them on one month loans 
that can be extended. 

This week could also see the return 
of Rico Wilson.The striker is due to be 
released from prison where he has 
been serving a 14 month sentence for 
assault, but has been released after 
just four months for good behaviour. 

The 21-year-old has had a che¬ 
quered career at The Avenue Stadium 
but before his conviction was looking 
as if he could be the answer to the 
club's goal shortage, and could return 
for a final chance to make amends. 

"We will have to wait and see how it 
pans out, but there is no doubt that 
he has a knack of being in the right 
place in front of goal when opportu¬ 
nities arise." 

Of the trialists that the club have 
viewed, the club have agreed non¬ 
contract terms with former Yeovil 
trainee Lewis Morgan.The 18-year-old 
is a left sided player who can play in 
midfield or at the back. 

Charlie Clough who played in two of 
the games, played for Weymouth, for 
whom he had a loan spell on Saturday 
against Bristol City, so looks to no 
longer be in Simpkin's plan, although 
the Magpies manager will be talking 
with former AFC Bournemouth mid¬ 
fielder Elliot Ward this week.

THERE have been a number of com¬ 
ings and goings at the Bob Lucas Sta¬ 
dium in the summer, but finally 
manager Brendon King is looking to 
finalise his squad for next season, al¬ 
though the injury to Ashley Wells, 
who broke his ankle against Bristol 


City on Saturday, is a big blow so close 
to the start of the new campaign.

Striker Joyce left the Terras in March 
to join Kettering but is now looking to 
return and King reported that he will 
be meeting with the 22-year-old this 
week to finalise the deal and put pen 
to paper. He scored in the friendly 
against Portland United and twice 
against Hamworthy United in last 
week's friendlies. 

Evans, who was part of the Terras 
youth squad has played for both Wey¬ 
mouth and Dorchester in recent years, 
but joined Rushden & Diamonds in 
February 2011 after being released by 
the Magpies.The keeper has played in 
all three friendlies and has signed a 
one-year deal with the club. 

King has also been looking at other 
trialists in the friendlies and is hopeful 
of sealing a deal with former Truro 
striker Danny Smith. 

Defender Rob Farkins, who recently 
came out the army, showed up well in 
the game against the Robins but has 
developed a back injury. 

"Rob did well but we will wait and 
see the extent of the back injury be¬ 
fore making any decisions," added 
King, who has not pursued his interest 
in Jake Wright. 

Charlie Clough who played for 
Dorchester Town against Exeter City 
has played two games for the Terras 
since as he looks for a club, but is still 
keeping his options open.
